preface 


In  the  reorganization  of  the  research  program  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Secretary *s 
Memorandum  1320  Supplement  2 dated  November  2,  1953  transferred  the  research  in  irrigation 
engineering  and  watershed  hydrology  from  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  to  the  Agricultural  Research 
Service o T e work  having  to  do  primarily  with  studies  of  agricultural  hydrology  was  set  i y in 
a new  Secti  a of  Watershed  Hydrology  in  the  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Research  Branch 0 

One  of  the  most  insistent  problems  facing  the  new  Section  was  that  of  analyzing  the  back-log 
of  data  which  had  accumulated  over  the  past  20  years 0 First  attention,  of  course,  will  be  given 
to  the  projects  which  are  now  operating 0 Over  the  years,  however,  many  projects  had  been  started 
and  stopped,  and  in  order  to  obtain  some  idea  of  the  size  of  the  job  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
compile  a list  of  the  watersheds  for  which  data  are  available o The  accompanying  list  is  the 
result,  and  while  it  no  doubt  contains  inaccuracies  and  omissions  we  have  decided  to  make  it 
available  at  this  time  rather  than  wait  for  the  possibility  of  further  refinement© 

A preliminary  list  was  prepared  and  as  far  as  possible  was  sent  to  those  who  have  had  some 
contact  wit)-  the  work  for  suggestions,  corrections,  and  additions©  We  owe  a great  deal  to 
everyone  who  has  contributed  to  this  undertaking© 

In  this  inventory  it  has  been  our  intention  to  list  only  natural  watersheds  as  distinguished 
from  plots,  although  runoff  measurements  have  been  made  on  many  plots  which  are  larger  than  some 
of  the  watersheds  which  have  been  included©  In  some  of  the  early  work,  single  terrace  intervals 
were  called  watersheds  but,  in  general,  they  have  not  been  included©  We  have  also  only  included 
watersheds  from  which  continuous  water  level  records  are  available  for  at  least  part  of  the 
period  of  record© 

We  shall  greatly  appreciate  any  comments  or  corrections  which  may  be  offered©  If  we  receive 
enough  to  make  it  worthwhile,  an  addendum  will  be  issued  as  we  are  anxious  to  have  and  to  keep 
the  list  as  accurate  as  possible©
